= frequent Viſits, or cannot reaſonably be 
expected; I have endeavour d hereupox

and by putting together ſuch Prayers,

II. If the Sick Perſon is confin'd to his 


Bed, and cannot put himſelf into the pro- 
per geſture of Prayer, he is not thereupon 
to think himſelf exempted from this Du- 


ty, but to pray the more earneſtly, in 


proportion to his Wants: and there is no 


caufe of fearing, but God will graciouſly 
receive his Supplications, when coming 
from a warm and penitent Soul; though 
he cannot accompany them (as otherwiſe 
tis fitting to do) with the outward Acts 
of Adoration, The Proſtrations of the 
Heart will be accepted for thoſe of the Bo- 
dy, when *tis unable to bend, . 
III. Let the ſick Perſon deſire the cha- 


table Aſſiſtance of the Miniſter of his 


Pariſh, before his Intellectuals are cloud- 
ed, and his weakneſs prevails too far up- 
on him; and then ſuch Vſits may be much 
more uſeful to him, than they are 1a the 
common way: for certainly tis a very un- 
wiſe courſe, to [tay till the Phyſician re- 
tires, before a Spiritual Guide is requeſted 
to come. *Tis then too late for him to 
begin his e and Applications;

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or to have any Conference with one whoſe 
Voice, and Strength, and Vitals are al- 
moſt ſpent, and whoſe Senſes have loſt 
their Natural Offices: and he cannot be 
admitted then into the ſecrets of his Soul; 
nor know his particular Wants; nor admi- 
niſter ſuch help to him, as he might have 
done before this Extremity. 


IV. Tis needful for every Chriſtian, ? 
(that hath not finiſh'd his Nil, and ought 9 
to make one for the preventing of Con- 
tention, or Injuſtice) to put his Tempo- ! 
ral Affairs in order, and to diſpoſe of his 
Eſtate, in the beginning of his Sickneſs : ? 
that when it ſhall grow more violent, hge 
not be diſcompos'd with worldly 
Thoughts; and he may have nothing elſe 
to do, but to prepare for dying like a 
Tis fit there ſhould be ſome 
interval between the diſtractions of this, 
and the entrance upon another life: and 
ſince in the days of our ſtrength, the 
World engroſſeth ſo much of our time; 
we can ſpare very little of it, when we 
have an Eternal Poſſeſſion to gain, or to

V. If the ſick Perſon feels his Conſcience 
troubled with any weighty matter; he is 
exhorted by the Church, to make ſpecial 
Confeſſion of his Sins to the Miniſter that 
vifits him: and then having teſtified his 
heart 


—— 
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hearty Repentance, he is encouraged to 
deſire Abſolution; and to receive it in the 
Form of the Church, with all poſſible humi- 
lity, and thankfulneſs; looking upon the 
Prieſt that declares it, as ſpeaking from 
God; who gave this Authority to his 
Church, and to the Paſtors of it; Whoſo- 
ever ſins ye remit, $a are remitted unto 
them, Joh. 20. 23. and whatſoever ye ſhall 
looſe on Earth, ſhall be looſed in Heaven, Mat. 
18. 18. However ſince the Miniſterial 
Power cannot abſolve any, whom God doth 

not ab ſolve; the infirm Chriſtian is to re- 
member, that he can have no advantage 
by this Abſolution, but upon the condition 
of his ſound and ſincere Repentance, (God 
ſo requiring it:) and by conſequence he 
is earneſtly to frame himſelf to ſuch a Cu- 
trition. Tis fit alſo for him to obſerve, 
that though our Church preſſeth particu- 
lar Confeſſion to a Prieſt, only when the 
Conſcience is diſquieted with Sins of deep- 
er Malignity, yet it doth not diſcounte- 
nance the more frequent uſe of it; and 
this too is ſo compreheni:ve a Cale, as to 
take in great numbers that negiect it: 
and *tis the declared Judgment os. Fro. 
ofa Learned Champion againſt P. %. 
Popery, and a famous Director of the Sick; 
That Confeſſion being uſeful in all Caſes, and 
neceſſary in ſome; and encourag d by 2 
2 gelica 
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gelical Promiſes, by Scripture-Pecedents, by 
the Example of both Teftaments and pre- 
ſcrib d by Apoſtol cal Injunctions, and the Ca- 
nons of all Churches, and the Example of all 
Ages; and taught us by the Analogy of the 


Miniſterial Power, and the very Neceſſities | 


of every Man; he that for ſtubbornneſs, or any 
other criminal weakneſs, ſhall decline it in the 
days of his danger, 1s near Death, but very 
far off from the Kingdom of Heaven. 


VI. Let not the ſick Chriſtian delay his | 
Preparations for Death; nor be more ſo- . 
licitous for the Cure of his Body, than of 


his Soul: but upon the firſt warning given 
him by any mortal Diſtemper, let him be 
ſure to recollect himfelt, and to fortify 
his Soul with the ſuccours of Religion, 
and to break off his commerce with the 


World, and to take his leave of it ſolemn- | 


ly, as if he were then departing from it. 
For by this courſe he will certainly be the 
fitter to die, if it pleaſeth God then to call 
him from hence : and if God reſtores him 
to his former ſtrength, he will be muck 
the fitter to live. He that travels in un- 


certain Weather, will provide againſt 4 


Rain; and if it falls not, he is not the 


worſe for his Proviſion. In ſucha mighty  ? 
Concern we cannot be too forward, or 
too cautious ; and without timorouſneſs, 
or deſpondency, or ſinking under a 70 1 
i Ca 65 5 ; 
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eaſe, we may wiſely apprehend, that it 


may ſend us to our Grave; and ought by 


conſequence to act, as if it would: For 


though ' tis a part of Chriſtian Courage to 
be above the fears of Death; *tis not fo, 
to be above the apprehenſions of dying. 


There can be no peril, in making Death fa- 


miliar to our Minds; but in flattering our 


ſelves with the hopes of Recovery, there 


may be very much; and for an early Pre- 
paration we cannot die the ſooner ; but 
we ſhall die much better. 


VII. The Chriſtian is to conſider his 
Sickneſs, as inflicted on him by God, and 


not barely the effect of Second Cauſes; and 
as inflicted either for his Tr:al, or Amend- 


ment, or Correction; or for the Example of 


others, that may be edify'd by his Patience; 
or for the increaſe of his future Felicity - 
and he is to be aſſur'd, that if he bears it 
patiently, and truly Repents of hu Sins, truſt- 
ing in God's mercy through Chriſt Jeſus, and 
meekly ſubmits himſelf to the good will of God; 
this Viſitation ſhall turn to his profit, and 
help him forward in the right way to everlaſt- 
ing Liſe. This will be a mitigation to the 
yorrows of the Sick Bed, to reflect upon 


che beneficial Ends, which our gracious 
God hath in chaſtiſing us: and it will make 
us indifferent, and eaſy as to the event; 


Becauſe Whether pe live, we live unto the 
E Lord;

VIII. Proportionable to the goodneſs of 
God in correcting us for our benefit, is the 
behaviour of every ſick Chriſtian to be: 
and particularly he is to be Patient under 
the divine Strokes, and willing to reſign 
up his Soul to him that gave it; and not 
to fall into any ſinful Paſſion, or Murmur- 


ing againſt God. By Repining, and Pee- 


viſhneſs, and Clamours, the Pains of a 
Diſtemper will not be remov'd ; but the 


Profitableneſs of it may be loſt : and the 


impatient ſufferer may provoke God to 
ſtrike him more heavily. We are there- 


fore inſtructed thus by our Church, that q 


there ſhould. be no greater c:mfort to Chriſti 
ans, than to be made like unto Chriſt, by ſuf- 
fering patiently adverſities, troubles, and 
feclneſſes; and that our way to eternal joy is 
to ſuffer here with Chriſt, and our door to en- 
ter into eternal life, is gladly to die with him. 


IX. It becomes a Chriſtian not only to 
be quiet, and ſilent, and paſſive in his Sick» J 
neſs; but alſo to be thankful to God, for- 
his Fatherly diſcipline : and for afflicting 


him in Compaſſion, and not in Anger: for 


if God deals with him as a Father, he ought ' 
to expreſs towards God the Duty and 
Gratitude of a Sen. For the enlarging 
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Directions for the Sick. 1517 
hereof, it will alſo be proper for him, to 
look back upon all the Mercies, and Pre- 
ſervations of his Life paſt; and to bleſs 
God for the undeſerved enjoyment of 
them, and eſpecially of Spiritual Bleſſings : 
and when he 1s praiſing God with Arden- 
cy, and Elevation of Soul ; he will be the 
leſs ſenſible of the burthen that lies upon 
him. It may further be conſider'd, that 
though Sickneſs is an Affliction, yet to be 
taken away without it, in an unprepar'd 
Condition, 1s a much greater : and there- 
fore the Chriſtian, in the midſt of his a- 
gonies, hath reaſon to lift up his Heart 
in thankfulneſs to God, for not ſnatching 
him away ſuddenly ; but giving him time 
to bethink himſelf, and to conſider his 
ways, and to ſeek for Pardon, and Sacra- 
mental Conſolation. In making this Ac- 
knowledgement, a Chriſtian'is charitable 
to himſelf, as well as grateful to God: 
For it will refreſh him to think, that the 
Circumſtances of his Sickneſs are ſuch as 
argue God's Tenderneſs towards him: and 
his Providential Care, and Wiſdom in ap- 
pointing what is moſt expedient for him. 

X. There are two Extremes to be dili- 
gently avoided in looking towards another 
World: the one is a d ſtruſtſul fa'nting of 
Mind upon the remembrance of former 
Tranſgreſſions; and the other is an inſen- 
| L at. ib. l. ty 
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ſchility of ſpiritual Danger, and a ſtupid 
»nconcernedneſs for the ſecurity of the Soul. 
The one of theſe Diſtempers is to be heal- 
ed, by ſeparating common Frailties and 
ignorances, from wilful and deliberate 
Sins; (fo that the tender Chriſtian may 
not be terrified with needleſs fears) and 
by reflecting upon God's ineffable Good- 
neſs and Love towards Mankind, and his 
readineſs to accept our imperfect Services; 
and to pardon our Offences; and upon the 
boundleſs value of the Sacrifice of Chriſt; 
and upon the encouragements and pro- 
miſes of the Goſpel made to all returning 
Sinners. The other of theſe Evils is to 
be remov'd, by awakening the Conſci- 
ence, and ſetting before it the Threat- 
nings of God; and the repugnancy of all 
tin to his moſt Holy Nature; and the 
#rightiul condition of departing with 
, The guilt of it upon the Soul; and the 
necellity of fiacere Repentance; and the 
vaſt importance of the ſtate of Eternity ; 
and the infinite Peril of abuſing God's 
Long-iuftering, and of ſquandring away 
hat little Lime which is left for reconci- 
liation to him. 
XI. The ſick Perſon is to be careful, not 
to be overcome by any of the temptations 


incident to Sickneſs; and not td increaſe 


his debts to God, when he is to ſeek for 3 
the divine releaſe of ſuch as he had former- 
| = 
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ly contracted. If it be not his lot to re- 
cover, this is the laſt moment of turning 
to God, and forſaking his old Vices; an 
how then will there be any time found, to 
Repent of the Sins which are now com- 
mitted ? how will he wipe off the freſh 
Accuſations, that ſhall be brought againſt 
him? *Tis ot no advantage not to be ſur- 
priz'd by a ſudden blow; if by Sinning on 
the very Bed of Sickneſs, we make Death 
ſudden to us, whenever it comes. | 
XII. In uſing the help of Phyſitians, tis 
neceſſary to look up to God for his Bleſſing 
upon their Endeavours; and not to rely 
upon their Skill, and Medicines, more 
than upon the immediate interpoſition of 
the goodneſs and power of God. Their 
labours are vain, if God doth not give 
them ſucceſs; and their Promiſes are 
vain, if he doth not ratify them by his 
Providence: But ſo far as they are ſub- 
ſervient to him, we lawfully may, and 
ought in prudence to call in their Aſſiſt- 
ance; hecauſe we are bound to preſerve 
our Health, by ſuch innocent means as we 
are able to employ. Cleanſe thy Heart from 
all wickedneſs, (ſaith the Son of Sirach) and 
pray unto the Lord, and he will make thee 
whole : Then give place to the Phy ſitian, for 
the Lord bath created him; let him not go 
om thee, for thou haſt nced of him, Eccl. 38.

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XIII. Let the Sick Chriſtian apply him- 
ſelf to the examining, and raiang, and 
exerciſing of his Faith; and let him con- 
ſider how firmly he truſts, and confides 
in the Merits, and All- ſufficient Sacrifice 
of Chriſt Jeſus, for Pardon, and Salvati- 
on: Let him ſtrengthen his aſſent to all 


the Articles of the Creed, and turn his be- 


lief into the love of them; and let him 


dwell upon this Contemplation; That 


there is no other name under Heaven, but 
that pf our Lord Jeſus, whereby we can be 
ſaved, Act. 4+ 12. and that he # able to 

ave them to the uttermoſt, who come unto 
God by him, ſeeins he ever liveth to make in- 
terceſſion for them, Heb. 7. 25. Nothing 
can more ſupport a Man in his declining 
Eſtate, than to loo with an active, and 
vigorous Faith, unto Jeſus the Author, and 


finiſher of it; and to imprint upon the 
Mind the myſterious Frame of our Re- 


demption, and the Promiſes of God in 
Chriſt ; and to remember that he s the 
very Paſchal Lamb, which was offer'd for us, 
to take away our Sins; and by his Death hath 
deſtroyed Death, and by riſizg to Life again 
bath reſtor'd to u Everlaſting Life. : 

XIV. The Belief of a Chriſtian will be 
directed, and encourag'd by Reading and 
Meditating upon the Holy Scriptures, 
which were written, that we through pane 
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and comfort, o them might have hope, Rom. 
15. 4. This therefore is an employment, 
that muſt not by any means be omitted 
by him in his Diſtreſs : for the Bible is the 
beſt Companion, and the beſt Comfirter for 
the Sick;and is profitable for Doctrine, for re- 
proof for correction, for inſtruction in Rightouſ- 
neſs: 2 Tim. 3. 16. And the Word of God is 
ſuch a Treaſure, as (by the efficacy of his 
Spirit) will ſupply all eur ſpiritual Wants. 
Particularly the Book of Pſalms is ſuch 
an admirable Entertainment for a Sick 
Chriſtian, that Sleep it ſelf (when moſt 
wanted) cannot be more refreſhing to 
him; and the converſing with them is 
enough to take away the ſenſe of his af- 
fliction, and to raiſe the Soul above the 
anguiſh of the Body: they are perfect 
and pure, (as the Pſalmiſt ſpeaks) convert- 
ing the Soul, rejoycing the Heart, and en- 
lightning the Eyes; they are ſweeter than 
Honey,and more deſirable than the fineſt Gold, 
Pf. 19. 7, 8, 10. 8 5 

XV. The Lord's S-pper is eſteem'd by 
the Church, a neceſſary Comfort for Chri- 
ſtians near their departure; and ſo in 
the Primitive Ages it was carefully admi- 
niſter'd to the Sick: it Seals to them the 
Remiſſion of Sins, and ſapports them a- 
gainſt the Terrors of Death, and aſſures 
them of the Reſurrection of their Bodies,

156 Directions for the Suk, 
and teſtifies their dying in the Peace, and 


Communion of the Church. Accordingly Þ 5 
the Sick Chriſtian is to diſpoſe himſelf for MF ,,- 
this Bleſſed Sacrament in good time, and % 
before his Diſeaſe hath brought him too 1 
low; eſpecially if he hath been negligent ſeg 
in frequenting it during the days of his ble 
health. *Tis a ſad ſtupidity to put off this 1 
high Duty, till the Death-bed reminds 4+ 


us of it; and when we cannot go to the 
Houſe of God, which is the fitteſt place his 
for it; and yet 'tis better that ſuch as are 
capable of it, ſhould begin with this Sa- 
crament in the laſt hour, than depart with- 
out ever receiving it. They are to bewail 
their former neglecting it, and to give 
this Sin a peculiar place in their Humilia- 
tions But there is hope, that God will 
accept of that little they then do, if it be 
their beſt, But this inſtruction of the 
Church is not to be forgotten: That if a 
Chriſtian, either by reaſon of extremity of 
Sickneſs, or for want of due warning ts the 
Curate, or for lack of company to receive - || 
with him, or by any other juſt impediment, ©! 
do not receive the Sacrament of Chriſt's Body © 
and Blond; yet if he truly retents of his Sins, 
and ſtedfaſtly bel.eves that Chriſt bath ſuffer- 
ed Death upon the Croſs for him, and ſhed his 
Blood for his Redemption; earneſtly remem- 
bring the benefits he 26h thereby, and g 5 ; 
im 
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him hearty thanks for them; he doth then eat, 
and drink the Body, and Blood of our Savi- 
our Chriſt, profitably to the health of his Soul; 
although he do not receive the Sacrament with 
his Mouth : And conſequently in fuch Ca- 
ſes he is not to be diſcourag'd, and trou- 
bled in mind for the want of it. 

XVI. The Sick Perſon is to take an ex- 
act care, that he goes not out of the 
World, with the load of Hjuſtice upon 
his Soul; he is to be juſt in diſpoſing of his 
Goods, not with indirect fondneſſes, and 


partiality, but with as much equality as 


he can, towards ſuch as he is obliged to 


| provide for; and not diſinheriting, or ex- 
cluding any of his Children upon ſlight 


Provocations : and if he hath formerly 
made any raſh Yows, or Proteſt ations to this 
effect, he is to Repent of them, and not 


to accompliſh them. Again, he is to be 
1 jt in giving order for the payment of all 


his Debts; and in reſto ing without delay 
whatever he hath gain d by oppreſſion, 
and whatever he hath wrongfully detain- 


Jed from any ; eſpecially from Ori 


and Widews : for God is the helper of the 
1 Fatherleſs, and a fudge of the Wid ws; Pſ. 
I 10.14. & 68. 5. and their Tears wil: entail

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tixfſaction for Injuries is very tender, and 
ought to be preſſed home upon the Con- 
ſciences of Men; for unleſs they make a- 
mends to all whom they have wronged, or 
defrauded, or ſlander d, (ſo far as they have 
Ability to do it) they cannot expect for- 
giveneſs from God for ſuch Offènces; and 


then let them think, what their Doom is 


likely to be: F (faith the honeſt Publi- 


can) ] have taken any thing from any Man, 1 


reſtore him fourfold ;, and this was the day 


that Salvation came to his Houſe, Luk. 19. 


8, 9. There may be ſome Difficulties in 
ſtating the meaſures, and ways of Reſt;- 
tution; and for the ſetling of Conſcience 


in intricate Caſes, it will be needful to 


conſult a faithful Guide, and to follow 
his advice: but as for the general zeceſſity 
of this Duty, it wants no proof; and to 
this purpoſe I ſhall uſe the Words of a 
moſt excellent Writer; As long 
vw. thou keepeſt any thing of unjuſt 


gain, tis as it were an earneſt- 


penny from the Devil, which gives him ful! 
right to thy Sul. It may be added, That 
fuch Reſtitution ought to be made imme- 
diately upon the firſt Conviction of the © 
Mind, if *tis poſſible; and cannot ſafely 7 
de left to Heirs and Executors, who may © 
defeat the good Reſolutions of the Peni- © 
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XVII. As Juſtice is neceſſary to a dying 
Man, ſo likewile is Charity ; whether it 
be conſider'd in giving, or in forgiving. As 
to giving to the Poor, this is the Buſineſs 
of the Wealthy; 'tis indeed their Debt 


to that God, who hath given them all their 
Plenty. If they leave Children behind 
them, they will not make them the poor- 
er, for ſuch Charitable Diſtributions, as 


will engage God's Bleſſing to the reſt 
which is put into their Hands: and if 
they have no Children, none that have a 
natural Tight to the Fruits of their In- 


duſtry ; (inſtead of adopring remote Heirs, 
and the mean ambition of ra:ſms a Family 
for two, or three Generations) let them 
raiſe Churches, or Hoſpitals, or Schools, or 
the like laſting Monuments of Charity: 


1 And let this be done ſincerely out of Love 
to God, and not out of vain glory. *Tis 
the admonition of the Church, that fuch 
as are of ability, be earneſtly mov d to be li- 


beral in Legacies to the Poor; for though 


1 we allow no Popiſh Alerit to Alms, and 
pretend not to purchaſe Heaven with 
them; yet we know, Heaven is promi- 
| ſed to the Charitable and ſurely when 
God bath bleſsd Men with Riches, they 
cannot do leſs at their going out of the 
World, than to repay ſome what propor- 


tionably to him by way of acknowledg- 


ment. 
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ment. Charity is always ſeaſonable, but 
more neceſſary than ever, when ' tis the 
laſt opportunity that Men can have; And 
this is laying up in ſtore for themſelves 4 
good foundation againſt the time to come, that 
they may lay hold on Eternal Life, 1 Tim. 
6. 19. | 


XVII. Charity is expreſ$'d in forgiving 
Injuries, as well as in giving Alms: and f hi 
therefore the Sick Perſon is exhorted by I ** 
the Church, to forgive from the bottom of 
his Heart all Perſons that have offended him,; 
and if he hath offended any, to ast them fir- 
giveneſs : And particularly let him re- 
member, not to leave behind him in his 
Will any marks of an Unforgiving Tem- 
per, by laying a Brand upon any of his 
near Relations. Our Saviour upon the Croſs ,, 
forgave his Murtherers, and pray'd for l fy 
them; and ſo did the firſt Martyr of the 1 
Chriſtian Church, Expiring with this 2 
Prayer: Lord lay not this Sin to their charge, 7 
AF. 7. 60. and after ſuch great Exam- 
ples, the Chriſtian is oblig'd to die in 
Charity with al the World; and to declare 
fergiveneſs to all Men, even to the worſt 9 
of his Enemies: and that others may ex, 
erciſe the ſame Grace towards him, he is 
to deſire the ſatisfaction of being forgiven ©. 
by all thoſe, whom he hath any quarrel, iy 
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br enmity with; and then he may g0 in 
peace to the Manfions of Reſt. 

XIX. There is no dying with a Ratios 
nal Peace, unleſs the Chriſtian be ſenſible 


of his Sickneſs with ſonie Integrity, to 
prepare himſelf for this great Change; 
and to this end he is to undertake a ſtrict 
Fxamination of himſelf, both concetning 
his palt life, and concerning the perfortn- 
ance of the particular Duties neceſſary in 
his preſent Circumſtances. This is what 
our Church earneſtly requires from every 
ſick Chriſtian: That ſince after thi life 
there is an Account to be given to the Righs 
1 teous Fudge by whom all muſt be judged with= 
1 our reſpett of Perſons he would Examine 
1 himſelf, and his eſtate, b th toward God and 
Man; ſo that accuſing, and condemning him- 
ſelf for his own faults, he may fiad Mercy dt 
our Heavenly Father's Hand, for Chriſt's 
ſake, and not be accuſed and condemned in 
that fearful Judgnient. Happy is he who 
can, upon ſuch a review, have a well 
grounded C:nfidence towards God; and can 
joy fully ſurrender his Soul to him, in the
